Dr. 
Bryan is also a vice-president interna-

The Manitoba Free Press of Win­ 
nipeg hlevoted several column« to the 
the trip and a meeting of the Winni­ 
peg Kiwanis Club which was address­ 
ed by Dr. Bryan.

A fter visiting Mayor 
Charle« F. Grey and others he left on 
remarkable winter run 
by motor 
car over the entire line going all the 
way to Texas, Louisianan and Florida 
and back again and covering some­ 
thing like 50,000 miles or twice the 
distance around the world.

to tell you Mr. Pierson completed his 
trip and is now hard at work in Min­ 
neapolis writing the MRSH program 
and platform for 1922.

clared the organization of the MRSH
